Negro Bishop Honored 
Cardinal Tells How To Make 
Democracy Live And Work 


New Orleans—Democracy can be 
made to work only through the 
spread of the doctrine of brother- 
hood, His Eminence Samuel Cardi- 
nal Stritch, Archbishop of Chicago, 
declared here at a reception in hon- 
or of the Church’s only living Ne- 

ro Bishop, the Most Rev. Joseph 
iwanuka, Vicar Apostolic of Ma- 
saka in Ugunda, Africa. 

The day following the reception, 
Bishop Kiwanuka was honored by 
Xavier University, only Catholic 
Negro university in the United 
States. He was awarded an honor- 
ary degree of doctor of laws, the 
first such degree ever conferred 
by the institution. 

An interracial audience packed 
Holy Name Auditorium for the re- 
ception, conducted under the au- 
spices of the Commission on Hu- 
man Rights. 

“We have a job to make democ- 
racy work,” the Cardinal declared, 
“and each one must do his part. 
How can we? We can do it only 
through spiritual motives, by be- 


a brother of Christ. Then we will 
begin to understand what it means 
to kneel before the tabernacle and 
talk to the Brother of All of Us.” 


Bishop Kiwanuka recalled that 
in the early centuries the Church 
flourished in Africa and at one 
time there were as many as 300 
Catholic Bishops there. He remind- 
ed that St. Cyprian, St. Augustine 
and St. Monica are among the 
Saints of African birth. + 


He said there is a total popu- 
lation .of 385,000 persons in his 
mission territory and 127,000 are 
Catholics.

A STRENUOUS campaign is being waged throughout the world 

to prepare the way for Communism by removing all obstacles 
which might arise from religion. If the morals of our young 
people are destroyed, they will not worry at all about religion or 
religious practice. Most people give up their faith not because 
they actually lose it, but rather because they live lives which are 
not in keeping with the Ten Commandments. They feel like hypo- 
erites to be violating God's laws all week, and then turn out on 
Sunday to worship Him, without repentance. 


The Legislature of the Province of Quebec has taken notice 
of this and passed a law (April 10, 1950) banning obscene and 
immoral literature. The law authorizes the Attorney General to 
submit illustrations to the Board of Quebec Cinema Censors to 
determine whether the illustrations are obscene or indecent. It 


also provides that all publications, except newspapers and religious 


publications, must register with the Provincial Secretary, the name 
of the publisher and distribution agents. 


‘The Bavarian Hierarchy has requested the government to adopt 
legal measures to check the flow of salacious literature through 
periodicals, and to be more rigorous in censoring motion pictures 
which are calculated to injure the moral sense not only of youths 
but of people generally. 


The Bishops of Bavaria have observed what is happening over 
here, namely, an all-time high crime wave sweeping the country. 

On Passion Sunday (March 26) Pope Pius XII, in a public 
address, adverted to the decadence into which all nations are stead- 
ily falling. He also blamed the orgy of lewd literature being circu- 
lated even among teen-agers. Since the Communist Party is strong 
in Italy, it is very likely that the blame is to be placed on its pro- 
moters. There is only one way to destroy the Italian faith. That 
is to destroy the morals of the communicants. If Communists, 
atheists, and those opposed to all religion are able to destroy the 
moral sense in teen-agers, evidently they would not be strong 
devotees of the Church later in life. 


In the light of all this one must wonder what motivates the 
thinking of so many intellectuals and especially many college and 
university professors. They do not want anything stopped; iden- 
tifying license with freedom, they want that.

J. Edgar Hoover, in a recent address, observed that sex of- 
fenses have increased 142% during the past ten years. He imme- 
diately observed that “these are the offenses which have been 
publicly reported.” Ten times as many offenses are committed 
which are not publicly reported, which are, even by political 
authorities, hushed up. This is quite natural, becausé those who 


rule a community do not want it to have a bad name abroad or 
even at home.

People have been made sex 
conscious by reading salacious magazines and “pocket books” in 
such great abundance. What is needed is a knowledge of what is 
right or wrong morally. 

Only recently a murder of a school child by a classmate was 
attributed by him to the course of Sex Instruction he was receiving 
in school. Seeking to put what he learned into practice and finding 
his approaches resented, he resorted to violence. The death of the 
child resulted.

To Revive Beatification 
Case Of Junipero Serra 


Santa Barbara, Calif—(NC)—Work is again in progress 
on the beautification cause of Padre Junipero Serra, the Fran- 
ciscan mission founder of California, with the return of the 
Rev. Eric O’Brien, O. F. M., to his headquarters in the Old 
Mission Santa Barbara. Father O’Brien, the vice-postulator 
in the Serra cause, has been recuperating from injuries re- 


ceived in an auto accident last year. 9 


He will leave for Rome in Sep- 
tember, where he will undertake to 
prepare the ‘case for Padre Serra 
for consideration by the Cardinals 
and other theologians who comprise 
the Sacred Congregation of Rites. 
Prior to going overseas, he will 
tour the Franciscan study houses 
in the United States to acquaint the 
seminarians with the latest devel- 
opments in the Serra cause. 


Padre Serra, who is being con- 
sidered by the Church for the hon- 
ors of sainthood, died in 1784 at the 
age of 70. The interest in his 
temporal and spiritual achieve- 
ments by non-Catholics as well as 
Catholics led the present-day mem- 
bers of the Franciscan Order to 
make the thorough investigation of 
his life which is one of the require- 
ments of the sainthood process. 

The evidence assembled by Fath- 
er O’Brien included more than 7,000 
letters and documents, some of 
which were written by Padre Serra 
himself. There was also a list of 
witnesses who could testify to the 
oral traditions about the Franciscan 
pioneer handed down through gen- 
erations of old California families. 

Many sessions were held in var- 
ious cities of California, most of 
the hearings being conducted in the 
actual missions founded by Father 
Serra. The closing sessions were 
held in Fresno, California, July 7, 
1949, and the documents and tes- 
timony were then carefully sealed 
for transmission to Rome by the 
Vice postulator. 

It may be many years before the 
final outcome is known. However,

In the 
rationalist world where they live 
they brand this response “senti- 
mental twaddle,” yet the response 
stays with them and is realer than 
the rationalist mind. | 


Modern Philosophy 


The moderns try to build a little 
philosophy for living out of some- 
thing from Confucius, from Dale 
Carnegie, and something that they 
remember from Sunday school and 
find it is impossible to follow these 
rules without a stronger motiva- 
tion than they are apt to get by 
musing on them, now and then. And 
sometimes they try it and find that 
this motivation can be found only 
in one mood: the mood of prayer. 
In only one attitude: upon their 
knees. From only one Source: a 
God whom they worship. 

Man cannot get real, personal 
help from the god of the modern 
pantheists—the god who set the 
universe whirling and then retired. 
Nor from the other ged who is 
evasively described as “higher 
order” or “basic intelligence.” 

No modern man who controls 
electricity by turning the switch 
that sets on his radio is going to 
worship “incomprehensible force”; 
force is his servant. No intelligent 
human being can worship a God 
whom he imagines as being rather 
like electricity, for he is bigger 
than such a God. 

Man can worship only a God who 
was and is his Maker; a God who 
sends into his mind and heart the 
best things that he finds there— 
and finds them with surprise, for 
he knows (none better) that they 
never came from him or from his 
subconscious. Man i:nows this be- 
cause he is well aware (none bet- 
ter) of the poor and shoddy con- 
tents of his subconscious, which is 
stored with the events and mem- 
ories of his own imperfect past. 

And so all converts find, in time, 
that the patent medicines for the 
soul have failed as they will always 
fail. The short cut to perfection I 
was looking for was never found. 
The “science of society” turned out 
to be a ridiculous contradiction in 
terms, for science measures things, 
and man, having a soul, is immeas- 
urable. My effort to engineer man- 
kind, to turn human events into a 
kind of superengineering turned out 
to be a _ will-o’-the-wisp. Every 
man has free will, and it is hedged 
about with Godly safeguards 
through which no propaganda bar- 
rage can penetrate. Every man 
will always retain the God-given 
privilege of running amok or be- 
coming a saint, no matter how you 
try to press him into a mold. Man 
will escape you, whenever you at- 
tempt to force him into any human 
arrangements, even if y are 
called “the good society.” 

But it is better this way. A 
future Utopia is a cold and distant 
god to serve. But the God we wor- 
ship is the God who is within us, 
— nothing can be closer than 
that. I know now the source that 
1 was seeking when I asked, 
“Where does it come from, 
light in the eyes of the combat sol- 
ders?

To prevent the rising generation 
from ever learning anything about 
the true history of their nation, 
the Communist leaders have order- 
ed the destruction of libraries, 
particularly those contained in the 
centuries-old monasteries.

EN first I talked the Euchar- 

istic Crusade to young peo- 
ple, I tried to modify Father Ed- 
mund Lester’s brave plan.

Contrition 


What is contrition? 

Contrition is sincere sorrow for 
having offended God, and hatred 
for the sins we have committed, 
with a firm purpose of sinning no 
more. 


Why should we have contrition 
for mortal sin? 

We should have contrition for 
mortal sin because it is the great- 
est of all evils, gravely offends 
God, keeps us out of heaven and 
condemns us forever to hell. 


Why should we have contrition 
for venial sin? 

We should have contrition for 
venial sin becaugg it is displeasing 
to God, merits temporal punish- 
ment, and may lead to mortal sin. 


How many kinds of contrition 
are there? 


There are two kinds of contri- 
tion: perfect contrition and imper- 
fect contrition. 

When is our contrition perfect? 


Our contrition is perfect when 
we are sorry for our sins because 
sin offends God, whom we love 
above all things for His own sake. 


When is our contrition imper- 
fect? | 

Our contrition is imperfect when 
we are sorry for our sins because 
they are hateful in themselves or 
because we fear God’s punishment. 


To receive the sacrament of 
Penance worthily, what kind of 
contrition is sufficient? 

To receive the sacrament of 
Penance worthily, imperfect contri- 
tion is sufficient. 

What should we do if we com- 
mit a mortal sin? 

If we commit a mortal sin, we 
should make an act of perfect con- 
trition at once and go to confes- 
sion as soon aS we can. 

May we receive Holy Commun- 
ion after committing a mortal sin, 
if we merely make an act of per- 
fect contrition? 

We may not receive Holy Com- 
munion after committing a mortal 
sin, if we merely make an act of 
perfect contrition; one who has 
sinned grievously must go to con- 
fession before receiving Holy Com-

Our questioner continues: 

“When Christ instituted the Holy 
Eucharist for our spiritual nour- 
ishment, why was it necessary to 
surround it with the ceremony 
known as the Holy Sacrifice of the 
Mass? It is not tae Eucharist 
which is surrounded by the cere- 
monies of the Mass, but the Sac- 
rifice of the Mass is itself the Eu- 
charist as a sacrifice, and the Eu- 
charist is produced at the Mass. 


A fitting ceremony has been as- 
sociated with the Mass from the 
day it was possible to erect 
churches. During the days of the 
Apostles and for nearly three cen- 
turies afterwards, the persecutions 
so raged that Christians were not 
permitted to meet anywhere to as- 
sist at divine services, much less 
in churches. The first church of 
consequence was erected by Con-

Priests Necessary 


Our correspondent asks further: 

“Why should there be a repeti- 
ten of the sacrifice of the cross 
in an unbloody manner? It does 
not seem to be compulsory to en- 
ter Heaven.” 

The repetition, in every place, 
was not only prophecied, but is 
necessary if God is to be worthily 
and, therefore, infinitely worshiped 
in every place, every day Man 
cannot do that on his own, but 
only as a commissioned agent of 
God. Just as only God could re- 
deem us, so only God can honor the 
* Trinity infinitely. 

e could readily understand 
how these questions should occu: co 
a non-Catholic, whose church dees 
not have the Mass. The reason 
why his church does not have it is 
that it could not possibly have it 
unless the officiating clergyman 
could prove that he is a validly 
ordained priest. He could not be 
validly ordained a priest, except 
by a successor of an original Apos- 
tle. The word “priest” and “sac- 
rifice” are correlative terms. The 
one suggests the other. And it is 
because the Catholic clergyman’s 
first function is to glorify God as 
an instrument: through whom 
Christ is a “priest forever” that he 
is called a “priest.” Here are a 
few: utterances of early Christian 
writers on the subject of the 
Mass: 

St. Irenaeus (Adversus Haere- 
ses, about 140-202 A. D.) said: 

“And giving also His disciples 
counsel to offer up the first fruits 
of His creatures, He took bread 
. . . and gave thanks saying: ‘This 
is My Body.’ And He likewise de- 
clared the chalice ... to be His 
blood, and revealed the new sacri- 
fice of the New Testament. This 
oblation the Church received from 
the Apostles and in the whole 
world she offers it to God.” 

St. Origen (In Exodum Homi- 
liae) wrote: 

“You who are wont to be present 
at the divine mysteries know when 
you receive the body of the Lord, 
how you are to preserve it with all 
caution and reverence lest even the 
smallest part of it fall to the 
ground and lest any portion of the 
consecrated gift be destroyed.” 

Tertullian (De Resurrectione) 
wrote: i 

The body of the Lord having 
been received and reserved, there 
are likewise effected both partici- 
pation of the sacrifice and the exe- 
cution of the office. Thereupon he 
is fed upon the best of all things, 
the body of the Lord, namely the 
Eucharist.” 

St. Cyprian (Epis, ad Thibar) 
said: 

“Returning from the altars of 
the devil, with hands defiled and 
infected, they approach the Holy 
(Mysteries) of the Lord, Having 
scarce vomited forth the deadly 
food of the idols, with lips even 
now exhaling the odor of their 
crime, and smelling of the infernal 
contagion, they approach the 
body of the Lord.” 

Grotius (Protestant in his “Vo- 
tum pro Pace”) said: 

“I find in all the Liturgies, 
Greek, Latin, Arabic, Syriac, and 
others, prayers to God that He 
would consecrate, by His Spirit.

Population Panics 
Planned Parenthooders 


HERE is sad news, indeed, for 
the Planned Parenthood and 
birth-control forces which have re- 
cently tried to gain a foothold in 
predominantly - Catholic Puerto 
Rico. The sad news is contained in 
insular government statistics which 
show that despite the migration of 
29,000 persons to the United States 
mainland and the death of 23,000 
others, Puerto Rico’s population 
grew 35,000 during 1949. During 
1949, there were 87,457 births and 
23,325 deaths. Births maintained a 
level 6f about 40 per thousand peo- 
ple. Between 1940 and 1949 the 
Puerto Rican population increased 
about 340,000—from 1,878,000 to 
2,220,000.—T. J. McInerney.

New York—(NC)—Without a 
dissenting vote, the Bronx County 
Medical Society at a recent meet- 
ing passed a resolution condemn- 


ing euthanasia in all its forms. 
Previously, the neighboring Kings 
County Medical Society had pub- 
licly condemned the practice of 
“mercy” killing. 

Another action on the eutha- 
nasia question was reported in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. The Journal’s Paris 
correspondent transmitted the text 
of several resolutions in which the 
French Academy of Moral and Po- 
ogy Sciences denounced the prac-

that the incurability of human be- 
rings is an unkno factor. It 
said that even if incurability was 
certain the practice of euthanasia 


doctors with a power over life 
and death, a power contrary to 
their essential role ... and to 
moral principles.”

Three hospitals in Mississippi 
are operated by Catholics. Besides 
Mercy at Vicksburg, there are St, 
Joseph’s Hospital at Meridian and 
St. Dominic’s at Jackson. Plans for 
the new $3,000,000 St. Dominic’s 
Hospital have been held up pend- 
ing the Supreme Court’s decision. 

In the 34-page majority opinion, 
Chief Justice Harvey McGehee rul- 
ed that “administering to the sick 
is not sectarian, It is done by both 
government and sectarian agen- 
cies.” 

The court noted that Mercy Hos- 
pital has amended its corporation 
charter to become a non-profit or- 
ganization, and ruled that such aid 
would not be a “donation or gra- 
tuity”—both ef which are prohib- 
ited by the State constitution. 


Mercy Hospital, the opinion con- 
tinued, provides services to anyone 
without consideration of denomina- 
tion or creed, and sets aside ten 
per cent of its beds for charity pa- 
tients.

The story is that the Blessed Virgin 
appeared to three little children near the 
small town by that name in Portugal. 
They were attending their parents’ 
sheep. At the first apparition, on May 
13, 1917, she asked them to return on 
the same date for six months, On Octo- 
ber 13, she identified herself and proved 
the endorsement of Almighty God on 
her mission through an outstanding 


miracle, 


Now the Catholic, ever skeptical as he 
might well be in matters of this kind, 
was slow to accept this story. But we 
doubt whether any public miracle, since 
the resurrection of Christ, has been 


better authenticated. 


The first World War was on at that 
time, and Mary told the children during 
her July apparition: “This war is going 
to end, but if people do not cease offend- 
ing God, not much time will elapse—and 
during the Pontificate of the next Pope 
before another and more terrible war 


will begin.“ 


The United States had entered that 
war in April, 1917, and was in the thick 
of the fight in France. That war ended 
with an armistice on November 11, 1918, 
but the victors in battle did not win the 
peace, as they did not win the peace 
after World War II.

Non-Catholit Pays Glowing Tribute To The Mother Of God 


UCH is the title given to Mary by Dr. 
William Lyon Phelps, a non-Catho- 


lic of Yale University. Back in 1937 
this gentleman wrote as follows on the 
feast of Mary's Annunciation, March

on which all Catholics and Protes- 
tants, and in fact all people of Chris- 
tian spirit can unite, although they 
have never done so. 4 


This is in an affectionate, rever- 
ent attitude toward the Mother of 
Our Lord. In the old days when 
the feeling between Catholics and 
Protestants, based on ignorance and 
prejudice, was quite different from 
what it fortunately is today, Mary 
was not often mentioned in Pro- 
testant houses of worship or among 
Protestant people. But it seems to 
me that all of us could unite in ree- 
ognition of the first Lady of the 
Universe. 


As we say “Our Lord,” we can 
also say “Our Lady,” and on this 
day, especially devoted to her mem- 
ory, we can venerate her no matter 
whether we are. Catholic: or Pro- 
testant; for it should be remembered 
that Catholics never worship the 
Virgin Mary, but they do venerate 
her. There ought to be something 
intimate and affectionate in our 
attitude towards the Mother of Our 
Lord. 

While it may seem strange that a on- 
Catholic professor of such prominence, 
should speak so affectionately of Mary, 
Protestants should be the first to 
pay this honor to Mary because they 
claim to be “Bible Christians.” Does not 
the Bible in the first chapters of St. 
Luke devote a vast amount of space to 
Mary, even calling our attention to the 
honor bestowed on her by Almighty God 
Himself; by the Archangel; by Eliza- 
beth, “filled with the Holy Ghost.“ ? 

And does not Mary herself tell us in 
her Magnificat “from henceforth all gen- 
erations shall call me blessed”? She was 
not boasting. She was speaking as the 
handmaid of the Lord,” but uttering a 
prophecy dictated by the Holy Spirit. 


We cannot really believe that Jésus. 


looks with favor on any person who re- 
fuses to honor His Mother. In keeping 
with the. Commandment “Honor thy 
Father and thy Mother,” He Himself 
not only honored her, but obeyed her, 
throughout the thirty years He lived in 
the same home with her.

Do you know that St. Anthony 
of Padua has been declared a Doc- 


olics who turn to this great Saint 
in times of need and grave distress, 
think of him as the “Finder of Lost 
hings’” and do not realize. the 
magnitude of his great Franciscan 
theology. 

He was confirmed nevertheless, 
a Doctor of the Church by the pres- 
ent Pope Pius XII on January 16, 
1946. On the occasion of the in- 
auguration of the Pontifical Acad- 
emy of Sciences in 1931, Pope Pius 
XI said: “Saint Anthony, besides 
„ 
1. e., 0 e mpossible, has 
also been a true illustration of the 
Sciences, as his copious manu- 
scripts demonstrate. bon 
to Padua his life was one of con- 
sumate sanctity and marvelous 
learning.” 


As a thaumaturgist, St. Anthony 
probably outclasses all other saints 
and of the numberless miracles at- 
primal Fp: three which ac- 
com his sermons are especi- 
ally noteworthy: (1) the miracle 
of the beast of burden ad the 
Blessed Eucharist, alleged to have 
taken place in the public square of 
Rimini; (2) the poisoned food made 
innocuous through the sign of the 
cross at Rimini; and (3) the fa- 
mous sermon to the fishes in the 
River Brenta, near Padua. 


Because of the beauty of St. 
Anthony’s thoughts, as expressed 
in his sermons, we quote: “Again, 
he tells us the name of Jesus is 
composed of two syllables and five 
letters, three of which are vowels 
and two consconants. The two syl- 
lables represent the two natures of 
Christ; the three vowels, the Bless- 
ed Trinity, the two consonants, the 
component parts of Christ’s human 
nature, His body and His soul.”

The Fort Wayne Diocesan Music Commission has been 
asked td explain a statement appearing in 
eral weeks ago under the heading rules and regulations.

standing exists as to when the 
Benedictus should be sung. The 
commission mentioned that this 
should be sung after the elevation 
of the Chalice. Therefore it is not 
sung immediately after the Sanc- 
tus, Every Catholic knows of 
course that the Benedictus is said 
by the priest immediately follow- 
ing the Sanctus. But this does not 
give the choir the right to do like- 
wise, The Sacred Congregation of 
Rites has definitely decreed that 
that the Benediction must be sung 
after the Consecration. This is uni- 
versally done, it is only in rare 
instances that the two are sung to-. 
gether, However rare this may be, 
it is nevertheless an abuse. To cor- 
rect an abuse is always honorable 
and to ignore it is likewise dis- 
honest. 


The first few regulations by the 
Commission were requested by 
pastors in order to have a starting 
basis and something definite to re- 
fer to. The commission publishes 
these regulations not to give so 
called “lip service” but to bring 
the Decrees to everyone’s atten- 
tion in a straight forward manner. 


The commission is very careful 
to secure its information from the 
most reliable source and from the 
only source which governs the Ro- 
man Rite, The commission regards 
only as a source the Decrees of the 
Sacred Congregation of Rites, es- 
tablished by Pope Sixtus the Fifth 
in 1588. This Congregation is as- 
sisted. by three commissions one of 
which is the Commission on Sa- 
cred Music established by Pope 
Pius the Tenth in 1904. 


Besides the decrees the Fort 
Wayne Diocesan Commission con- 
sults the Ceremonial] of the Bish- 
ops, the Motu Proprio of Pius the 
Tenth, the Apestolic Constitution 
of Pius Eleventh, the Rubrics of 
the Roman Missal and the Roman 
Ritual. It is important to bear this 
in mind because these are authori- 
tative sources. Therefore rules ap- 
pearing in this column are based 
on the above mentioned sources. 
The ee commission does —. 
use encyclopedias, not even e 
Catholic encyclopedia, however 
worthwhile references these ma 
be. It would no mote consult s 
sources than the parish priest 
would use such books let us say as 
a holy guide for the Holy Week 
ceremonies.

the singing of the Benedictus. These 
decrees are numbers 2682, 3897 
and 4242. On January the 14, 1991 
the Sacred Congregation of Rites 
decided that the Benedictus should 
be sung after the Consecration jn 
all Masses as well for the living as 


the dead, no matter whether plain 
song or any other chant be used 
(4242). As early as November 12, 
1831 the Sacred Congregation de- 
cided definitely that the Benedictus 
should be sung after the elevation 
of the Chalice (2682). 


The separation was caused by 
the use of long polyphonic and un- 
suitable music, which caused the 
priest to wait and thus delayed the 
most important part of the Mass, 
the Consecration, Church musici- 
ans ean thus but say “mea culpa.” 
We have treated this rare abuse 
rather lengthily because some 
seemed to think that the commis- 
sion was wrong rather than to ad- 


mit an error on their part. Such 


attitudes will never bring progress. 
Decree No. 3827 says that no 
singing is allowed during the Ele- 
vation. Between the Benedictus 
and the Pater Noster something 
may be sung provided all the pre- 
scribed portions of the liturgy are 
sung, that the celebrant be not 
waiting and that what is sung re- 
fers to the Blessed Sacrament, 


In conclusion let us remind all 
that the decrees of the Congrega- 
tion are binding in conscience all 
members of the Catholic Church, 
who observe the Roman Rite. 
These decrees are universal in 
character and likewise precep- 
tive. Therefore it matters not 
whether it is a cathedral or coun- 
try chapel. Pius the Tenth gave 
them the force of law and imposed 
by his hand writing its scrupulous 
observance on all, This for a con- 
scientious Catholic organist or 
chormaster is sufficient.
